Government of the Nether- 
lands Fully Awake to Im- 
portance of 1915 Fair 


Construction of Building to Com- 
mence at Once—$300,000 Has 
Been Appropriated 


San Francisco—‘‘The government of 


ithe track, 50 feet distant, and mat- the Netherlands and its people are 


fully awake to the tremendous import- 
anee of the 1915 Exposition, and Hol- 
land- is coming to the front with a 
will,’’ declared H. A. van Coenen Tor- 
chiana, commissioner of the Nether- 
lands to the exposition, who has re- 
turned from Holland, which he visited 
at the request of the Dutch govern- 
ment. . 

‘“‘The mother country and its colo- 
nies have already appropriated $300,000 
for exposition purposes. The plans for 
au official building were drawn by 
Architect Kromhout of Rotterdam, 
Holland, who built the Netherlands 
pavilion at Brussels. 

‘‘Within a few days the local archi- 
tects will be selected to take charge 
of the building and the work will pro- 
ceed without delay. 

‘The Netherlands will have several 
men-of-war in the hirbor during the 
exposition, and an official military 
guard from the warships will be sta- 
tioned at the Holland building. 

“Holland and its shipping interests 
will also show its profound contidence 
in this port..in several other ways, 
which at the present time I am not at 
liberty to disclose. 

‘“‘Regardless of what the other gov- 
ernments of Europe may do, Holland, 
its government anéits people, are with 
you, heart and soul, and even if other 
European cvuntries would not officially 
participate this will in no way affect 
the judgment of the Netherlands.’’
